clared a state of siege through- 
out his nation of 15 million and 
ordered the army to move in on 
the yellow-robed leaders of the 
Buddhist challenge to his govern- 
ment.

das in the capital. 
' Though the monks are pledged 
to nonviolent, it said a subma- 
chine .gun, 14 plastic explosive 
charges and 
10 daggers were 


seized at the Ravada pagoda. 
. .The S t a t e Department an- 
nounced in Washington American 
disapproval of Diem's maneuvers. 


"On the basis of information 
• from Saigon," it said, "it appears 


the government of the republic of 
Viet Nam has instituted repres- 
sive measures against Vietnamese 
Buddhist leaders. 


"The action represents a direct 


violation by the Vietnamese gov- 
ernment of assurances that it was 
pursuing a policy of reconcilia- 
tion with the Buddhists. 


"The United States deplores re-

New Violence 
Explodes in 
Birmingham 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (AP) — 


Seething racial tensions exploded 
with new violence Tuesday night 
and left Birmingham fearful! of 
still more trouble when its schools 
desegregate two weeks from to- 
day. 


A dynamite bomb ripped away 


part of the fashionable home of a 
Negro attorney, and minutes later 
angry gangs of Negroes roamed 
the streets, hurling rocks at police 
and passersby. 


No one was injured: in the bomb- 


ing at the home of Arthur D. 
Shores, an active participant in 
the struggle against segregation. 
Two policemen were struck by 
rocks, but were not believed ser- 
iously hurt. 


Two Negroes were jailed on 


charges of rock-throwing and an- 
other for carrying a gun. 


Police Chief Jamie Moore said 


his officers, with the help of depu- 
ties 
from 
the sheriff's 
office, 


broke 
up the 
rock - throwing 


crowds and restored order two 
and a half hours after the bomb 
tore a four-foot hole in a corner 
of Shores' garage,, which is at- 
tached to the eight-room brick 
house. 


A Cadillac parked in the garage 


was damaged. 


Shores was alone in the house, 


watching television in a bedroom 
and waiting for his family to re- 
turn from a movie. 


The force of the blast left the 


lawn, driveway and interior of the 
house littered with glass, roofing 
and splintered wood. The explo- 
sion was heard miles away.

Edward Teller, Air Force nuclear 
onsultant, who said! ratification of 
he treaty would be "a dreadful 
and tragic mistake." 


Brown testified at a public ses- 


sion of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
ions Committee at which mem-

The 14th Amendment prohibits

He also ruled that the rights of 


the demonstrators to speak free- 
ly and assemble peacefully, as 
provided by the 1st Amendment, 
were not being violated by the in- 
junction. 


George Howard Jr., attorney for 


the defendants, said the ruling 
would be appealed. He said, how- 
ever, that the appeal might not 
be made until after the hearing to 
determine whether to make the 
injunction permanent.

Dear Waiting: I detect an un- 


dercurrent of martyrdom in your 
letter. Some girls seem to be 
guilty of it at much too early an 
age. You are leading a full life,] 
to be sure, but what an invaluable 
prepartion it. is for the time when 
you'll' be running your own home. 
You'll have a head start over 
most of your friends, I note that 
even with all you have to do 
there's still time for church activi- 
ties and some fun,, so I can't be- 
I'ieve' that your home is such a 
prison, 


Why don't you delegate some 


of your responsibilities to your 
sisters? They could at least cfo 
their own washing and ironing, 
clean their rooms, and take turns 
with housework.

Congress Has 
a Tag of 
'Do Nothing'

WASHINGTON (AP) - Demo- 


crats have run Congress since 
1955 but they paid a lot more at- 
tention to business under Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower than 
they are d'oing under President 
Kennedy. 


The present Congress,, which 


some people think may be here 
until Christmas, probably is the 
greatest do-nothing Congress in a 
generation. The reason primarily 
seems to be lack of tough leader- 
ship. 


For six of his eight White House 


years, Eisenhower had1 to depend 
on a Democratic Congress1 to put 
his programs through. It got a lot 
of work done, although not alHvays 
to his satisfaction. 


None of those Congresses fin- 


ished later- than mid-September. 
Most were finished before Septem- 
ber. 


Kennedy has expressed approv- 


al of Congress' work so far in his 
administration but it has left a 
lot of people cold. And it takes 
longer and longer to get its job 
finished. 


The 1961 session, ending Sept. 27 


was the longest since 1951, when 
this country was fighting the Ko- 
rean War. The 1962 session wound 
up Oct. 13, the longest peacetime 
session since 1949 and the longest 
in an election year since 1942. This 
one will be longer still. 


The Senate 
in 
Eisenhower's 


time was under the guidance of 
Lyndon B. Johnson, now vice pres- 
ident. Speaker Sam Rayburn, a 
Texan like Johnson,, bossed the 
House. He was still boss for part 
of 1961 but died that year.
